Any Ulmess Counts 


It is not wise to confine our pre- 
cautions to the afflictions that ac- 
tually induce heart difficulties, like 
rheumatism, or the acute infec- 
stions. Any kind of illness that 
leaves the patient feeling weak 
and listless should be regarded as 
a menace to a good heart. 

The heart mechanism shares in 
any general weakness, and to force 
it into activity is likely to weaken 
its resistance. Take a look at na- 
ture’s plan. The normal heart beat 
consists, first, of a stzong contrac- 
tion which forces the blood out 
into the circulation. This is fol- 
lowed at once by a relaxed period. 

Now note that this relaxed mo- 
ment is just a trifle Jonger than 
the period of contraction. Our 
plan is usually. to reverse this 
order. When the heart sr some

gish we want a “bracer,” > 
thing to pep up the mov : 
This automatically reduces the 
period of rest and defeats its pur- 
pose.

Guthrie McClintic 
Makes Stage His Life

Most persons think a play is 

acted upon the stage exactly 
as it is written, but actually the 
author’s lines are twisted about 
considerably before the public 
hears them. This is called “play- 
doctoring,” and when it comes to 
this necessary job there is no one 
more skillful than Guthrie Mc- 
Clintic. 


McClintic is officially a director, 
but his method of putting on a 
play calls for him to do everything 
but build the theater itself. In the 
course of bringing out a play he is 
an actor, playwright, master of the 
lights, and sometimes even a car- 
penter, if some special property 
doés not please him. Most of all, 
he is a practical psychologist. 
When his company gathers for a 
rehearsal as like as not McClintic 
will begin the session with a bur- 
lesque of some star his troupe 
knows. While the actors are still 
laughing he throws them into ac- 
tion at once, and any temperament 
that might. be present is choked off 
pronto. 

He has always been stage-struck 
and has never lost his enthusiasm 
for the theater. As a youth Guthrie 
left the home town of Seattle, 
Wash., to join an itinerant stock 
company, but the project failed in 
Walla Walla. His father, who was 
an understanding soul, then cast 
caution to the winds and sent his 
son to New York to study at the 
Academy of Dramatic Art. 

Later on he met Winthrop Ames, 
a successful . cer, who made 
him casting ; tor. In the course 
of seeking: talent McClintic met a 
young actress named Katharine 
Cornell, who today is held by many 
to .be a's No. 1 actress, and 
in private is known as Mrs. Mc- 
Clintic. ;

is not one disease like diabetes or 
tuberculous. It is in part or in 
whole, the sum of all the things 
that can affect every organ in us. 


Refiects All Sickness 


If we are nervous the heart has 
nerves. If we are anaemic the 
heart’s blood supply is weakened in 
quality and diminished in quan- 
tity. If the system is harboring 
toxins, or any infectious trouble is 
creating toxins, the heart muscles 
can be poisoned and destroyed by 
them. The process is'long or short: 
slow or rapid, as the situation 
develops. 

As age advances and the walls 
of the blood vessels become less 
elastic the heart must work a little 
harder to do its pumping. If the 
heart has been attacked by infec- 
tion and suffered inflammation at 
any age the valves are likely to be 
thickened, and even scarred. The 
action will not be quite true and 
the resultant wear will be increased 
just as in any set of machinery 
where the parts do not fit. 

Sometimes we do not give the 
heart room to work. Congested 
organs next to it push it aside. 
Overeating keeps the stomach 
pushed up from below. Overweight 
means too many fat layers wrapped 
around, and the effort of carrying 
the excess weight makes that 
much more work for the central 
plant. 

Overwork. in either brain or 
muscle, raises the blood pressure 
and makes it harder to maintain 
a steady circulation. Fear, worry, 
er.otional excitement all upset the 
healthy balance of the heart’s 
action. x

All day long nerves cry out at 
alarm clocks, jangling doorbells, 
the traffic in the street, and the 
tension of working at high speed.

Try relaxing when you go to bed 
at night or when you can rest dur- 
ing the day. Start with your legs.

Te humble bean has long been 
known as the friend of man- 
kind. No other vegetable has its 
staying power; no other vegetable 
is so rich in vegetable proteins 
and vitamin A. On a satisfying 
muscle-building diet of beans and 
salt pork our pioneers conquered 
wilderness, prairie and mountains. 
Today beans may tempt the 
palates of go ands or grace the 
poor man’s table with all of their 
fragrance, juiciness, and flavor. 
They may be boiled, converted into 
thick, satisfying soups, peppery 
stews from the Southwest, or 
baked in the true American man- 
ner with salt pork, ham hock, or 
bacon, and subtly sweetened with 
molasses or brown sugar.

Old-Fashioned Baked Beans 

Wash 2 cups pea beans (small 
white ones), soak overnight in cold 
water, then cook in the same water 
until the skins begin to loosen. Cut 
a 3-ounce piece of salt pork into 
thin slices and place 1/3 of it in 
the bottom of an earthen bean pot. 
Add 15 of the beans and sprinkle 
with 1% of the following seasonings 
that have been thoroughly mixed: 
34 teaspoon salt, %4 teaspoon pep- 
per and 1% teaspoon dry mustard. 
Cover with '% of the remaining 
salt pork slices, add the remaining 
beans and seasonings. Peel a small 
onion and bury in the beans. Driz- 
zle 13 cup molasses over the beans, 
cover with the remaining slices of 
pork, and add just enough of the 
boiling bean liquor to barely seep 
through the beans to the top. 
Cover the bean pot and bake in a 
slow oven 4 hours or longer, until 
the liquid is absorbed and the 
beans dark and mealy and sending 
forth vapors of soul-stirring de- 
light. This makes 2 quarts. 

Chili Con Carne 

Soak 2 cups black Mexican beans 
overnight in cold water to cover at 
least 2 inches. Do not drain but 
cook slowly until tender with a 
large piece of fat bacon. Put 1 
pound round steak through the 
food chopper and brown with 1 
chopped onion in butter or bacon 
fat. Add to the beans and cook 
slowly for %% hour. Add salt to 
taste.

Arrange in a 
casserole with 2!5 cups canned 
baked beans and 3 thjnly sliced 
tomatoes in alternate layers. 
Sprinkle each layer with a little 
salt and brown sugar.

Baked Bean Soup 

Put 3 cups left-over baked beans 
and 2 stalks’ chopped celery in 6 
cups water and simmer for half 
an hour.

Child Needs a Purpose 
For Saving Money

Now don’t 
forget to bank 
it.” He gave the 
boy a playful 
cuff. ‘And what goes in stays in.

“Gee, dad the boy remarked 
with embarrassment, “aren't you 
ever going to forget that? I had to 
have those skates. All the other 
fellows had ’em. So I took the 
money out of my ‘bank, I didn’t 
want to ask you to get the skates 
for me.”
